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ORDER REGARDING SERVICE 

 

The Securities and Exchange Commission issued an Order Instituting Proceedings 

(“OIP”), on May 25, 2023, pursuant to Section 12(j) of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934, 

against respondent AMBG, Inc. (“Respondent”).1  On June 13, 2023, the Division of 

Enforcement filed a Declaration of Gina Joyce, stating that the OIP was served on Respondent 

by attempting delivery via U.S. Priority Mail Express to an address in New York, New York 

that, the Declaration asserts, was provided in Respondent’s most recent EDGAR filing with the 

Commission—a Form 12b-25 filed on March 31, 2022.  However, Respondent actually provided 

an address in Flushing, New York in that filing,2 while the address listed in the Declaration 

matches the address provided in Respondent’s second amendment to its Form 10 filed on 

December 7, 2021.  Therefore, it does not appear that service of the OIP has been accomplished 

pursuant to Commission Rule of Practice 141(a)(2)(ii).3  

Accordingly, it is ORDERED that the Division file a status report concerning service of 

the OIP on Respondent by July 28, 2023, and every 14 days thereafter until service is 

accomplished.  Specifically, the Division is directed to attempt to serve Respondent by sending 

the OIP to the address listed in Respondent’s most recent EDGAR filing or, if it contends that 

service has been accomplished, to explain the basis for its contention.
